Pursuant to the procedural schedule established for this case by Order dated 

July 21, 2004, The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (“ULH&P”) has responded to 

data requests from the Attorney General’s Office of Rate Intervention (“AG”) and the 

Commission Staff.  However, in its August 9, 2004 response to Item Nos. 18, 19, and 21 

of the AG’s data request, ULH&P indicated it would file supplemental responses, but 

has not yet done so.

Based on the evidence of record and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that a date should be established for the filing of ULH&P’s 

supplemental responses, and the parties should have an opportunity to request 

additional procedural steps.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Within 10 days of the date of this Order, ULH&P shall file supplemental 

responses to Item Nos. 18, 19, and 21 of the AG’s data request.

2. This case shall stand submitted for a decision on the existing record 

unless, within 20 days of the date of this Order, a party files a request to schedule an 
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informal conference or a hearing, or the AG files a request to submit testimony and 

proposes a date for his submission of that testimony.
